The Americans 
approached 
San 


jlateo in three columns. 
Major Cronin 


Wjtli 15 men of the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry advanced from Novallchs, five 
miles west 
of San 
Mateo. 
Captain 


Rivers, with 100 men of the Fourth 
cavalry, and Captain Parker, formerly 
lieutenant colonel of the Twefth New 
York volunteer 
regiment, 
with 2SO 


men of the Twenty-first and Twenty- 
fourth infantry and the Fourth caval- 
ry, approached in two columns from 
tlie south. 
Major Cronin experienced 


many difficulties arising from the con- 
dition of the country and failed to ef- 
fect a junction with Captain Rivers 
west of San Mateo, 
as 
had 
been 


planned. 


Captain Rivers advancing, took an 


outpost of the enemy, two miles south- 
west of San Mateo. 
He then encoun- 


tered strong resistance among the hills, 
the enemy firing from excellent posi- 
tions. Having failed to connect with 
Major 
Cronin, 
and seeing that the 


town was already occupied by 
the 


Americans, Captain Rivers withdrew, 
covering his withdrawal by a heavy 
volley. He lost a sergeant killed. 


Captain Parker, on advancing, found 


the enemy strongly entrenched on the 
far side of some rice fields, a mile 
wide and covered 
with deep mud. 


Pushing forward rapidly he routed the 
Filipinos after 40 minutes' 
fighting, 


and ilien continued the march upon 
San Mateo, which be entered without 
serious resistance. 


Major Cronin entered the town a lit- 


tle later. The Americans still occupy 
the place. Our men were exhausted by 
the heavy marching. Twenty-three of 
the enemy are known to have been 
killed. 


This is the first action in which Col- 


or.el Burl's colored troops participated. 
They behaved well, their leaders hav- 
ing difficulty in holding them back. 


General Young accompanied Captain 


Paker's column aud was under fire 
throughout the engagement. 
It is "es- 


timated that the enemy numbered be- 
tween 300 and 400 men. 


Insurgents Aggressive. 


The insurgents have taken the ag- 


gressive in the neighborhood of -the 
railroad. On^ Saturday night they un- 
successfully attacked San Luis, on the 
Rio Grande, near Calumpit, which is 
garrisoned by two companies of the 
Twenty-second infantry. The Ameri- 
icans had one man, a sergeant, killed 
and two privates wounded. 


A similar affair took place Sunday 


at Gringua, four miles west of Malolos, 


another small garrison is sta- 


tioned as a safeguard against a possi- 
ijie ;mack upon the railway. A special 
train took reinforcements to Malolos 
and Guiguinto, just north of Bulacan.

approaching Calulut along the road, • 
the troops saw a group of 50 Filipinos 
outside the town under a flag of truce.
